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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 -1 0 are allowed over the prior art of record . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest the subject matter of these claims. Independent Claims 
1 and 6, when considered as a whole, are allowable over the prior art of record. While 
the prior art discloses sliding panel interfaces, scaling user interfaces, closed and open 
representations of hierarchical data, as well as other limitations in the claims, they fail to 
clearly disclose or represent motivation for combining the subject matter as a whole. 
Specifically, prior art of record fails to clearly teach or suggest saving the configuration 
of the hierarchy of items ordered by the most frequently accessed data within the 
second branch of containment hierarchy scaled to the maximum number of container f 
objects that can be displayed on the device with the lowest pixel resolution as in the 
Claims 1 and 6. 

3. Dependent claims 2-5 and 7-10 further add limitations to the allowable subject 
matter of the respective independent claims, thus are also allowable.
